MOKE BLADE LETTERS. 

All Abont His Famous Illness— The 
Preclons orresnnmleiice ol James («. 
Bliilne and His A rent. 

[New York Post.] 

Boston, October 17. — If any further 
proofs were needed of the abject terror 
with winch Mr. James G. Blaine con- 
templated the possible production of the 
additional lett. rs o( his in the hands ol 
Warren Fisher and James Mulligan, it is 
afforded in those obtained. In order to 
inform the reader as to the true relevance 
of these letters, it is necessary to recall 
the incidents immediately connected 
with their contents. 

On June 5, 1876, Mr. Blaine made his 
dramatic explanation to 44,000,000 of his 
countrymen, and read the letters he had 
practically stolen from Mulligan. At the 
request of Mr. Blaine, the committee in- 
vestigating his case adjourned from Sat- 
urday, June 10th, to the following Mon- 
day, in consequence of the absence of 
his colleagues, Messrs. Hale and Frye. 
On Sunday, June 11, Mr. Blaine sank 
down on the church steps, complai ning 
of a pain in his head, and saying he wan 
afraid he had sun-stroke. On Monday. 
June 12th, the committee met and dis- 
missed the witnesses for two weeks on 
account of Mr. Blaine's illness, On 
Tuesday, June 13th, Mr. Blaine sent the 
following dispatch : 

Eugene Half, Cincinnati, Ohio: I am 
entirely convalescent, suffering only from 
physical weakness. Impress upon my 
friends the debt of gratitude I feel for 
the unparalleled steadfastness with which 
they have adhered to me in my hour of 
trial. J. G. Blaini. 

Mr. Hayes was nominated by the Na- 
tional Republican Convention J une 16th, 
and on the Monday following, June 19th, 
Mr. Blaine made a ratification speech in 
Washington. As the date for the re- 
assembling of the committee of investi- 
gation approached, Mr. Blaine's health 
failed rapidly, and at 1:30 p.m., Tuesday, 
June 27th. he left Washington by special 
car for his home in Augusta. On the 
same day Messrs. Fisher and Mulligan 
arrived in Washington to continue their 
testimony. A despatch to the Boston 
Herald of that date says : " They were 
greatly annoyed at being detained until 
Friday, to which date the committee had 
adjourned." 

• The special car in which Mr. Blaine 
traveled went direct to Augusta, so that 
he was not seen at New York or Boston 
en route. He reached home Wednesday, 
June 28th, and that very night wrote the 
following urgent letter to Mr. Fisher, 
which is here published for the first time, 
the italics being Mr. Blaine's: 

Wednesday, 28th.— Evening. 
My Dear Mr. Ftiher l I want to see 
you just as much as before you went to 
Washington. You can leave Boston at 
half-past twelve, and return same night 
if you desire, though I would prefer to 
have you stay over. Come directly to my 
home. It is, I think, as imporu.it for 
you to see me as for me to see you. 
Come this week. /Don't fail. Come to- 

J. G. Blaine. 

This letter pretty clearly indicates the 
malady of which Mr. Blaine was a victim. 
A dispatch to the Boston Herald, dated 
Augusta, Thursday, June 20, says that 
Mr. Blaine suffered no serious set-back 
by his journey, and was then enjoying 
the rest and freedom from the excite- 
he so much needed. It continued: "Dr. 
Hill, his family physician, says that there 
i:-s no organic trouble, but that the ner- 
vous prostration, complicated with ma- 
larial elici ts, is more severe than he had 
calculated from what he bad fid ol the 
Caat. Ha has adopted a careful line of 
treatment, prescribing absolute rest, 
even forbidding Mr. Blaine writing a 
letter. He gives bin no assurance that 
he will be able to take any part in the 
pending oampaian<" 

This was on Thursday, and yet the 
following letter, written 'two days later, 
shows that Mr. Kl.iine knew better what 
medicine he wanted than his familv 
physician.

TELEGRAPH TROUBLES. 



Signal Victory Achieved In Texas by 
the Baltimore <fc Ohm. 

k., Oct *1.-The contest 
i tne Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
ly and the Western Union Telegraph 
Company over the attempt of the former to 
extend its rival system of telegraphs into 
Texas has been waging with more or less vio- 
lence for the past thirty days with results 
which must be far from acceptable to the 
great monor>oly, and particularly objection- 
able to Jay Gould, in view of the fact that 
this is the first case where a competing tele- 
graph line has been able to occupy tho right 
of way of a railroad upon which the Western 
Union Company claimed exclusivo control, 
and where at the same time Uould con- 
trolled the railroad company. The gen- 
eral telegraph iaws of Texus are very 
favorable to completing telegraph lines, and 
under those laws the Baltimore & Ohio 
Telegraph Company instituted proceedings 
to condemn a rignt of way between Texar- 
kana and Sherman over the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad. The Court awarded the railroad 
company $10 per niile damages, but gave the 
Western Union Company nothing. The Bal- 
timore & Ohio Company deposited with the 
Court the amount of the award and pro- 
ceeded at once to construct lte lines upon the 
Texas Pacific Road The Western Union 
Company then applied to Judge Oaines, of 
the Texas State Court, for an injunction to 
restrain the Baltimore & Ohio Company 
from occupying the Texas & Pacific Railroad 
right of way through Lamar County until 
the final adjudication of the condemnation 
proceedings. Tho injunction has been denied 
the Court holding that commissioners having 
made an award and the amount being depos- 
ited with the Court, the construction of lines 
could proceed without further hindrance. 

The Western Union Company also applied 
to Judge Games for un injunction to restrain
